The lack and improvements-to be erected on the north

from her councils at bome ; andor this. occafion the repre~ 
fentatives of the people now in feffion, deem it their indila 
penſible duty to expreſs their high confidence: in the go- 
vernment and adminiſtration ot thefe- United States, and. 
ſolemnly tender to her their fincere co-operation in every 
meaſure tending to procure harmony and enſure peace both, 
at home and abroad. 

Coming as we do fir, from every part of the ſtate, we 
bring with us the congratulationsof a great majority of our: 
fellaw-citizens,; and though a divifion of fentiment appegr- 
ed while the election was depending, as foon as the event 
was kno vn, a refpectabie minority cheerfully acquiclcedin 
the fevereign will ef the majority, and -recognifed, their 
chief magiſtrata in you, ; and: though diicordance in ſenti-
